Licensing conditions in Respect of Imports of Goods and 
service* under the Yen credit of Yen Four Billion for the 
Implementation of. the Western .Yamuna Canal Hydro¬ 
electric Project of the Haryana State Electricity Board 
extended by the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund 
(OECF) of Japan. 


( Section I—General Conditions : 

I (i) The Yen Credit of 4 billion extended by the Overseas 
Economic Cooperation Rind of Japan (OECF) for financing 
tho import requirements of the Western Yamuna Canal 
Hydroelectric Project of the Haryana State Electricity Board 
(HSEB) is untied in favour of developing countries. Accord¬ 
ingly the goods and services to be procured under this cre¬ 
dit can be imported from Japan and all countries enumera¬ 
ted in the list at Annexure-t which will be eligible source 
countries under the credit. 

I (ii) Import Licence (s) under the Credit can be issued 
only for such items and for such value as have been specifi- 
- -y 1 ' cally cleared by the DGTDlCG Committee. The value of 
import licence (s) issued under this credit should not exceed 
£ 4,440 million, (CIF). 

Tho rupee value of the import licence shall be determined 
with reference to the exchange rate noticed by the Depart¬ 
ment of revenue (Customs) and prevailing on the date of 


I(viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB basis on the 
Overseas supplier located in the countries mentioned in An- 
nexure-l and sent to the Department of Economic Affairs 
(Japan Section) within 4 months from the date of issue of 
the import licence. Freight and iusurancy charges will be 
payable in India in Indian rupees. “Finn orders" meanB pur¬ 
chase orders placed by the Indian Licence on the overseas sup¬ 
plier duly signed by the letter or purchase contract duly sign¬ 
ed by both the Indian miportor and the overseas supplier. 
Order on Indian Agents of overseas suppliers and/or order 
confirmation of such Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

I (ix) This condition of the placement of contracts within 
4 months period will be treated as not having been complied 
with unless complete contract documents reach tho Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) 
within four months from tho date of issue of the import 
licence. If firm orders as explained in para l(viil) above can¬ 
not be placed within four months for valid raisons the licence© 
should submit the import licence to the concerned licensing 
authorities giving reasons why ordering could not be com¬ 
pleted within four months. Such requests for extension in the 
ordering period will bo considered on merit by the licensing 
authorities who may grant extension upto a further maxi¬ 
mum period of 4 months. If, however, extension is sought 
beyond 8 months from die date of issue of the import 
licence such proposals will invariably be referred by the 
licensing authorities to the Department of Economic Affairs 
(Japan Section), Ministry of Finance North Block, New 
Delhi who will consider such extension on tho merits of each 
case and communicate Iheir decision to the licensing authori¬ 
ties for communication to the Iicencce. Only on production 
by the licencec of a letter from the licensing authorities sanc¬ 
tioning such extension wilt fhr authorised ;eaWa anil depart¬ 
mental authorities permit tie facility of letter of authority 
for the establishment of letter of credit acceptance of depo¬ 
sits of the rupee equivalent, etc. in resnect of supply con¬ 
tracts entered Into under the import licence. 

I (x) All payments must be completed within 4 months 
from the expiry of the import licence. Individual payments 
must be arranged upon shipment of goods. The contract 
should provide for payment on cash basis t.e. on presenta¬ 
tion of shipping documents. No credit facility of any kind 
will be permitted to be availed of by the Indian Importer 
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ITCiv) The payment to the overseas supplier should be 
arranged through an irrevocable letter-of credit to be opened 
by the Bank of India, Tokyo in their favour under the OECF 
Yen Credit {Project Aid) No. ID-P.7 for 1979 80 the details 
of which are given in Section VI below. 


from the Overseas supplier. Tho contract should provide 
for ihe period of dehvciy of goods as follows :

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be noted 
that this date should not be beyond 31-12-85. 

Section II—Special points to be kept in view while negotiat¬ 
ing a supply contract. 

IT(i) The FOB value of the contract should be expressed 
In Yen (Fraction of Yen should be omitted) and should ex¬ 
clude Indian Agent’s commission, if any, which should be 
paid in Indian rupees. 

Tn no crlcumstances the contract value should be expres¬ 
sed in Indian rupees or in any other currency. The purchase 
oMer-tend the, suppl ier’s order confirmation should be in 
English only. “ -—— ---- 


II (li) The broad guidelines for procurement of goods 
and services under the OECF Yen Credit (Project Aid) are 
given in Annexure II. However, normally the procurement 
of goods and services should be made through Formal Open 
International Tendering and the following points should be 
borne in mind:— 

(a) Invitations to bid sball have to be advertised In at 

least one newspaper of general circulation in India. 

(b) Bid bonds or bidding guarantees are a usual re¬ 
quirement but they should not be set so high as to 
discourage suitable bidders 

-(c) Bid bonds or guarantees should be released to un¬ 
successful bidders as soon as possible after the bids 
have been opened. 

II (ill) In cases where Formal Open International Ten¬ 
dering is not considered appropriate the Fund will accept 
the following alternative procedures :— 

(a) Where the Importer has convincing reasons or main¬ 
taining a reasonable standardisation of his equip¬ 
ment. 

fb) Where the number of qualified suppliers is limited. 

(c) Where the amount involved In the procurement is so 
small that foreign firms clearly would not be inte¬ 
rested or that the advantages of formal open inter¬ 
national tendering would be outweighed by the ad¬ 
ministrative burden involved. 

(d) Where, in addition to the cases (a), (b) and (c) 
above, the Fund deems it fn appropriate to follow 
the formal open international tendering procedures 
or the Fund dee nig such procedure in applicable, 
e g., In case of emergency procurement. 

In the above mentioned cases the following procurement 
procedure may be applied in such a manner as to comply 
with the formal open International tendering procedures to 
the fullest possible extent as appropriate : 

(i) Formal Selective International Tendering . 

(II) Informal International Competitive Procurement. 

(lii) Direct Purchases from a single supplier.

In exceptional cases, more than one con¬ 
tract may be permitted to be entered into, for which prior 
approval of the Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Sec¬ 
tion), Ministry of Finance, should be obtained soon after 
the date of issue of the import licence. 

II (vi) Eligibility of Supplier : 

Tho Suppliers shall be national of the eligible source coun¬ 
tries, or juridical persons governed substantially by national 
of the eligble source countries, satisfying the following con¬ 
ditions :—■

Section m—Coditiom to be incorporated in the supply con¬ 
tracts. : 

ITI(i) The following provisions should be specifically em¬ 
bodied in the supply contract : 

(a) The contract is arranged in accordance with the 
Loan Agreement between the Government of India 
and the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of 
Japan (OECF) dated the 19th March, 1981 con¬ 
cerning. the Yen Credit No. TD-P. 7 (Project Aid) 
for Western Yamuna Canal Hydroelectric Proiect of 
HSEB and will be subject to the approval of Gov¬ 
ernment of Tndia and the Overseas Economic Co¬ 
operation Fund. 

(b) Payments to the supplier shall be made through an 
Irrevocable Letter of Credit to be issued by the 
Bank of India, Tokyo, under the Loan Agreement 
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No. ID-P.7 dated the 18th March, 1981 between the 
Government of India and the Overseas Economic 
Cooperation Fund of Japan (OECF). 

(c) The overseas suppliers agree to furnish such infor¬ 

mation and documents as may be required under 
the Yen Credit arrangements by the Government 
of India on the one hand and the OECF on the 
other. 

(d) Certificates (triplicate) in the forms indicated in 
lilfvii). 

lll(ii) In case the supplier is located in Japan, the sup¬ 
ply contract should contain a clause that the Japanese sup¬ 
plier agrees to make shipping arrangements in consultation 
with the Embussy of India, Tokyo and that for this purpose 
he would keep the Embassy of (ndia, Tokyo, informed of 
the delivery schedule of the goods involved and notify the 
Embassy of India at least four weeks in advance of the ship¬ 
ping required so that suitable arrangements could be made, 
in exceptional cases, where the Indian importers require it. 
this period of notice may be reduced. The Japanese supplier 
should also agree to send a cable advice to the importer after 
each shipment giving the necessary details and a copy there¬ 
of should be sent to the Embassy of India, Tokyo. 

Section IV—Contract Approval by OECF: 

TV(i) Within the stipulated period for placement of firm 
orders the licensee should forward 4 copies of the contract 
duly signed by both H.S.E.B. and Overseas suppliers support¬ 
ed by order confirmation in writing by the overseas supplier 
or their photo copies complete in all respects, together with 
two photo copies of the relevant valid import licence, to 
Japan Section, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 
Finance, North Block, New Delhi. 

IV(ii) The above procedure will also apply to all contract 
amendments causing essential modifications to the contents 
of contracts or in its price. 

IV(iii) The Ministry of Finace (DEA) Japan Section will 
arrange to send on© copy of the contract documents to the 
OECF for their approval for financing under Yen Credit No. 
ID-P.7 (Project Aid) for Western Yamuna Canal Hydroelec¬ 
tric Project of HSEB. 

Section V—Payment to the overseas suppliers—Letter of 

Credit Procedure : 

Vti) On receipt of the intimation of the contract appro¬ 
val from the OECF, by the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs, Japan Section, H.S.E.B. and the C.AA 
& A will be informed of the same. Whereafter the HSF.B 
should approach the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, 
(hereinafter referred to as CAA & A) Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, UCO Bank Building, 
Parliament Street, New Delhi with a request in the form at¬ 
tached as Annexurc III for issue of a letter of authorisation, 
i The CAA & A will issue a letter of authorisation as in the 
foim ntta 1 hed as Annexme IV addressed to the Tokyo 
Branch of the Bank of India for opening nn Irrevocable 
Letter of Credit as in the form attached as Annexure V 
(for physical imports) or Annexure VI (for services) in fav¬ 
our of the overseas supplier concerned. Copies of the Letter 
of Authorisation will be endorsed to the OECF. the Embassy 
of Tndia, Tokyo, the importer’s Bank in India, and Japan 
Section , Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Fin¬ 
ance. 

V(ii) On receipt of the letter of authority, the Bank of 
India, Tokyo, wiil establish an Irrevocable letter of credit 
as per Annexurc V (applicable to physical imports) or VI 
(applicable to services) in favour of the overseas suppliers 
concerned and will also forward a dopy of the same to the 
OECF, Embassy of India, Tokyo, the importer’s Bank in 
India and the CAA & A. 

The above procedure of opening of letters of credit on the 
basis of the letters of authority from CAA & A would ipso 
facto apply to all such amendments to letter of uith .risation 
letter of credit as mav become necessary due to contract am¬ 
endment or otherwise. 
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V(ili) The overseas supplier shall, after effecting shipment 
of goods, present through his bankers the documents speci¬ 
fied in the letter of credit to the Bank of India, Tokyo. If the 
documents arc found to be in order, the Bank of India, 
Tokyo will release the amount specified in the documents to 
the overseas supplier through his bankers and will thereafter 
obtain reimbursement of the said amount from the OECF. 

V(iv) Banking charges payable to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo for opening the letter of credit, for negotiations there¬ 
under and charges, if any, of overseas supplier’s banker and 
interest charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo, for 
the period counting from the date of payment of the cost of 
imports by them to the overseas supplier to the date of reim¬ 
bursement by the OECF shall be settled by the concerned 
importer’s bank in India by remittances to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo through normal banking channel without affecting the 
Government of India’s account. 

For the time lag between the dates of payment of the 
F.O.B. cost of the material by the B.O.T., Tokyo to the sup¬ 
pliers and the date of reimbursement by the OECF the 
B.O.I., Tokyo will charge interest as per the terms and Con¬ 
ditions of the Agreement entered into by them with the Gov¬ 
ernment of Tndia (M|o Finance) on 25-3-1980 and get the 
same reimbursed by the Embassy of India, Tokyo, The ex¬ 
penditure on account of this interest payment by the Em¬ 
bassy of India in Japan will be recovered from the HSEB 
[vide Section VI(iv)] infra. 

Section VT—Responsibility for rupee deposit : 

VI(i) The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward the nego¬ 
tiable shipping documents to the accredited bankers of im¬ 
porter as indicated in the Appendix to the relevant Letter 
of Authority and the bankers will in turn ensure that the 
rupee deposits are invariably made at RBI, New Delhi or S.B.I, 
Tis Hazari, Delhi before releasing the shipping documents. 
Interest charges on the mpee-equivalenta of the Yen pay¬ 
ments calculated (a) 9 per cent per annum for the first 30 
days and (a) 15 per cent per annum for the period in ex- 
cesss thereof reckoned from the date of payment by the Bank 
of India, Tokyo to the Overseas Supplier to the date of ac¬ 
tual rupee deposit, have also to be deposited alongwith the 
principal payment, in terms of Public Notice No. 46 ITC 
(PN)/76 dated 16-6-76. It should be noted that interest is 
chargeable for both the days l.e. the day op which payment 
is made to the Overseas supplier and also the day on which 
rupee deooslt Is made In Government Account vide Public 
Notice No. 74-lTC(PN)/74 dated 31-5-1974 as modified 
under Public Notice No. I03-ITC(PN) /74 dated 12-10-1976. 

The exchange rate to be adopted for computing the rupee 
equivalent of the Yen payments made to the overseas sup¬ 
pliers will be the composite rate of exchange applicable to 
the date of payment which will be worked out in accordance 
with the method prescribed in Public Notices No. 109-ITC- 
CPN)/74 dated 3-8-1974 and No. 8-ITC(PN)/76 dated the 
17-1-1976 or as may he notified by Government from time 
to time through Public Notices of the CCI&E or through 
Exchange Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. 
The Head of Account to which the above rupee deposits 
should be credited is “K-Deposits and Advances.—843—Civil 
Deposits—Deposits for purchase etc. abroad—Purchase under 
credits/Loan Agreements” Loans from the Government of 
Japan—4 Billion Yen Credit No. ID-P.7 for Western Yamuna 
Canal Hydroelectric Project. 

VI(ii) The amount referred to above should be deposited 
in cash to the credit of the Government either in the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India, New Delhi, or State Bank of India, 
Tis Hazari, Delhi as contemplated in Public Notices No. 
184-TTC(PN)/68 dated 30-8-1968, No. 233-ITC(PN)/68 
dated 24-10-1968. No, 132-ITC(PN)/71 dated 5-10-1971 
No. 74-TTC(PN)/74 dated 31-5-1974 and No, 103-ITC(PN)/ 
76 dRted 12-10-1976. 

VHIii) The concerned Bank In India shall also furnish 
such additional deposit in the same manner stipulated above 
as may be requested by the Government of Tndia, Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, on account 
of service charges within seven days after such a demand if 
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made by Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic 
Affairs) while filling in the various columns in the challan it 
should be ensured'by the importers/their bankers that the 
information prescribed in para 2 of Public Notice No. 132- 
ITCfPN) /71 dated 5-10-1971 is invariably indicated in the 
column “full particulars of remittances and authority (If 
any)" of the chaUan.

(b) Amount of Yen currency in respect of which depo¬ 
sits are to be made together with rate of conversion 
adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the overseas supplier. 

Thereafter the Treasury Challans evidencing the rupee de¬ 
posit should be sent by registered post to the CAA&A indi¬ 
cating reference to the letter of authorisation issued by him 
and also enclosing copies of the invoice and shipping docu¬ 
ments. 

Note : Importer's Bank in India should ensure that the 
rupee deposits are invariably made within 10 days of the 
receipt of the advice of payments and negotiable shipping 
documents from the Bank of India, Tokyo and that the 
CAA&A Ministry of Finance (DEA), New Delhi is kept in¬ 
formed of the fact immediately thereafter. 

VI(iv) The concerned bank in India should also endorse 
the amount of rupee deposits on the exchange control copy 
of the licence and send the requisite “S" Form to the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India, Bombay. 


Section Vni—Miscellaneous provisions; 

VHr(i) Reports on the utilisation of the Import licence i 

The importer should send a monthly report, after the let¬ 
ter Of credit has been opened regarding shipments and pay¬ 
ments made there against and about the balance left, to the 
Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Department of Econo¬ 
mic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, UCO Bank Building, Par¬ 
liament Street, New Delhi, 

Vm(ii) Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions : 

The Hcencee bould apprise the supplier of any special 
provisions in the import licence which may affect the sup¬ 
pliers in carrying out the transaction. 


VTTI (ill) Dispute* : 

It should be understood that the Government of India will 
not undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any, that 
may arise between the liccncoe and the suppliers. The condi¬ 
tions to be fulfilled by the supplier before payment by the 
Bank of India, Tokyo must be clearly spelt out by the im¬ 
porter in Anncxure III under “Terms of Payment" Provi- 
sions dealing with settlement of disputes should be included 
in the conditions of contract. 


VIH (iv) Future Instructions : 

The licence* shall promptly comply with any directions, 
instructions or orders issued by the Government of India 
from time to time regarding any and all matters arising from 
or pertaining to the import licence and for meeting all obli¬ 
gations under the Yep Credit Agreement (Project Aid) No. 
ID-P.7 with the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of 
Japan (OECF). 


VUI(v) Breach or violation : 

Any breach or violation of the conditions set forth in tbe 
above clauses will result in appropriate action under the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act.

GUIDELINES FDR PROCUREMENT UNDER 
THE LOAN 
Article I 
General 

Section 1.01 Introduction : 

(a) Ht-sc Guidelines set forth the rules which the Over 
seas Economic Cooperation Fund (hereinafter called ‘“the 
Fund”) generally applies to the procurement of goods and 
services for a development project which the Fund finances 
in whole or in part by its loan. 

(b) The proceeds of the Fund’s loan are required to be 
used with due attention to consideration* of economy, effi¬ 
ciency and non-discrimination among countries which are 
eligible for procurement of the above-mentioned goods and 
services (such countries are hereinafter called “the eligible source 
countries”). The Fund considers that in most cases formal 
open international tendering is the best method for achieving 
the economical and efficient procurement of the goods and 
services required for the development projects it finances. 
The Fund therefore normally requires the borrowers to 
obtain goods and services through formal open international 
tendering. 

(c) The application of these Guidelines to a particular 
project financed by the Fund, the extent to which bidding docu¬ 
ments and procurement procedures are subject to review by 
the Fund to ensure conformity with the*e Guidelines, eligible 
source countries and provisions for permissible imports from 
non-ellgible source countries shall be stipulated in the 
contractual documents for the loan extended by the Fund for 
that project. 

(d) The ultimate responsibility for the procurement of 
goods and services on any projects rests with the owner of 
the project. Since the owner is usually also the borrower, 
the term borrower has been used in these Guidelines to refer 
to the owner as well. The rights and obligations of the 
borrower vis a vis bidders for goods and services to be fur¬ 
nished for the project are governed by the bidding docu¬ 
ments issued by the borrower and not by these Guidelines, 
which are concerned only with the relationship between the 
borrower and the Fund. 

Section 1.02. Procedures Other than Formal Open Inter¬ 
national Tendering : 

There may be special circumstances in which forma) open 
international tendering may not be appropriate and the 
Fund may accept alternative procedures in cases of follow¬ 
ing : 

(a) Where the borrower has convincing reasons for 

maintaining a reasonable standardization of his equip, 
ment. 

(b) Where the number of qualified suppliers is limited, 
e.g. of spare parts for existing equipment. 

(c) Where the amount involved In the procurement Is so 

small that foreign firms clearly would not be 


: EXTRAORDINARY [Part I— Sec. 1] 


interested, or that the advantages of formal open in¬ 
ternational tendering would be outweighed ny the 
administrative burden involved. 

(d) Where, in addition to the cases (a), fb) and (c) above. 
Fund deems it inappropriate to follow the formal 
open international tendering procedures or rhe 
Fund deems such procedures inapplicable for example 
in case of "emergency procurement. 

In tho above mentioned cases the following procurement 
formulas may be applied in such a manner as to comply 
with the formal open international tendering procedures to 
the fullest possible extent as appropriate : 

(i) Formal Selective International Tendering 

(ii) Informal International Competitive Procurement. 

(in) Direct Purchases from a Single Supplier. 

Section 1.03. Type and Size of Contracts. 

Contracts can bo let on the basis of unit prices for work 
performed or items applied or of a lump sum price t or a 
combination of both for dlHerent portions of the contract 
according to the naturo of the goods or services to be provided 
and the bidding documents should clearly state the type of 
contract selected. 

Contracts based principally on the reimbursement of actual 
costs are not acceptable to the Fund except in exceptional 
circumstances. 

In order to foster widespread competition, individual cont¬ 
racts for which bids are invited shall, whenever feasible, be 
of a size large enough to attract bids on an international 
basis. On the other hand, if it is technically and administ¬ 
ratively possible to divide a project into contracts of a 
specialized character and such division is likely to be advan- 
geous and to allow broader formal open international tender¬ 
ing the project shall be so divided. 

Single contracts for engineering, equipment and construc¬ 
tion to be provided by the same party (“Turnkey Contracts”) 
are acceptable if they offer technical and economic advantage 
for the borrower country. 


Article II 

Advertising and Prequalification 
Section 2.01 Adveitising : 

On all contracts subject to formal open international ten¬ 
dering invitation to bid should be advertised in at least one 
newspaper of general circulation in the- borrower’s country. 
Copies of the invitation to bid for the advertisement should 
also be transmitted promptly to local representatives of the 
eligible source countries. 

Section 2.02 Prequdification of Bidders : 

In case the Fund recognises necessary of prequalification 
of bidders, the Fund requires the use of prequalification. It 
should be done taking into account (I) the experience and 
past performance of each firm on similar work, (ii) its capa¬ 
bilities with respect to personnel, equipment and plant, and 

(iii) its financial positions, Abreived specifications shall 
be made available to contractors desiring to bo considered for 
qualification. When prequalification is employed, all firms 
which are found to be qualified shall be permitted to bid. 


Article ni 

Bidding Documents 

Section 3.01. Reference to the Fund :: 

Bidding documents should refer to the following languages ; 

".(name of borower).has received 

for in appropriate cases 'has aprtlied for’) a loan from The 

Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund in.. 

towards the cost of (name of project).” 
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Section 3.02, Bid Bonds or Guarantees : 

Bid bonds or bidding guarantees are usual requirement, 
but they should not be set so high as to discourage suitable 
bidders. Bid Bonds or guarantees should be released to un¬ 
successful bidders as soon as possible after the bids have been 
opened. 

Section 3,03. Conditions of Contract. : 

The condtions of contract should clearly deling the rights 
r and obligations of the borrower and the contractor or 
supplier, and the powers and authority of the engineer, if 
one is employed by the borrower, in the administration of the 
contract and any variations thereunder. In addition to the 
customary general conditions of colract, some of which are 

* referred to in these Guidelines, special conditions appropriate 
to the nature and location of the project should be included. 

Section 3.04. Clarity of Specifications : _■ 

Specifications should set forth as clearly and precisely as 
possible tfie work to be accomplished, the goods and services 
to be supplied and the place of delivery or installation. The 
drawings should be consistent with the text of the specifications; 
where they are not, the text shall govern. The specifications 
should identify the main factors or base* which will be 
taken into account in devaluating and comparing bids. Any 
• t additional information, clarification, correction of errors or 
alterations of specifications shall be sent promptly to all those 
who baj requested the original bidding documents. Invita¬ 
tions to bid should contain an indication of tfie eligible 
source countries and any provision for permissible imports 
from non-eligible force countric*. 

Except where the Fund has agreed to procedure* other than 
formal open International tendering (see Section 1.02) the 
specifications should be so worded as to permit and encourage 
the widest possible international bidding. 

Section 3.05 Standard* ; 

If national standards to which equipment or materials must 
comply are cited, the specifications should state that goods 
meeting Japan Industrial Standard or other international 
accepted standards, which ensure an equal or higher quality 
than the standards mentioned, will also be accepted. 

Section 3.06 Use of Brand Name* ; 

Specifications should be based on performance capability 
and should only prescribe brand names, catalogue numbers, 
or products of a specific manufacturer if specific spare parts 
4 are required or it has been determined that a degree of 

standardization is necessary to maintain certain essential 
features. In the latter case the specifications should permit 
offers of alternative goods which have similar characterise* 
and provide performance and quality at least equal to those 
specified. 

* Section 3.07. Expenditures under Contracts : 

As the use of the Fund’* loan is limited to financing expend' 
turcs for goods produced in the territories of the eligible 
source countries, permissible imports from m n-eligiblc source 
r countries and services supplied from the eligible source 
countries, the bidding documents should require the cont¬ 
ractor or supplier to limit his expenditures under the rcontract 
accordingly or to Identify expenditures in non-eligible source 
countries in his statements or invoices. 

For statistical purposes the Fund requires information con¬ 
cerning their geographical origin of the goods and services 
It finances and of their major components. The bidding 
documents should require the contractor or supplier to furnish 
the necessary information. 

Section 3.08. Pricing of Bids ; 

As the Fund's loan is denominated in Japanese Yen, the 
b:d price should be stated in Japanese on provided, however, 
that for the portion of the bid price which 'he bidder expects 
to spend in the borrower’s country such portion should In¬ 
stated in the borrower’s currency. 


Section 3.09. Contract Price : 

The contract price should be stated in Japanese Yen pro¬ 
vided, however, that the portion of the contract price which 
the contractor will spend in the borrower’s country should be 
stated in the borrower's currency. 

Section 3.10. Price Adjustment Clauses : 

Bidding documents should contain a clear statement whether 
firm prices are required or escalation of the bid prices is 
acceptable. 

In appropriate cases, provision should be made for adjust¬ 
ment (upwards or downwards in the contract prices in the event 
changes occur in prices of the major cost constituents of the 
contract, such as labour and important materials. 

The specific formula for price adjustments should be clearly 
defined in the bidding documents so that the same provisions 
will apply to all bids. 

A ceiling off prices adjustment should be included in con¬ 
tracts for the supply of goods, but it is not usual to include 
such a ceiling in contracts for civil works. 

No price adjustments should normally be provided for goods 
to be delivered within one year. 

The Guidelines do not attempt to identity the various methods 
by which contract prices may be adjusted. 

Section 3.11 Advance Payments : 

The percentage of the total payment to be made in ad¬ 
vance upon effectuation of the contract for mobilization 
expenses should be icasonable. Other advances to be 
made, as for example for materials delivered to the site for 
incorporation in the works, should also be clearly described 
in the bidding documents. 

Section 3.12 Guarantees, Performance Bonds and Retention 
Money ; 

Bidding documents for civil works should require some 
form of surety to guarantee that the work will be continued 
until it i* completed. This surety can be provided either 
by a bank guarantee or by a performance bond, the amount 
of which will vary with the type and magnitude of the 
work, but should be sufficient to protect the borrower in 
case of default by the contractor. Its life should extend 
sufficiently beyond completion of the contract to cover a 
reasonable warrantly period. The amount of the guarantee 
or bond required should be defined in. the bidding documents. 

In contracts for the supply of goods it is usually prefera¬ 
ble to have a percentage of the total payment held as reten¬ 
tion money to guarantee performance than to have a bank 
guarantee or bond. The percentage of the total payment 
to be held as retention money and the conditions 
for its ultimate payment should be stipulated in the bidding 
documents. If, however, a bank guarantee or bond is pre¬ 
ferred it should be for a nominal amount. 

Section 3.13 Insurance : 

The bidding documents should state precisely the type* 
of insurance to be provided by the successfully bidder. 

Section 3.J4 liquidated Damage and Bonus Clauses 

Liquidated damage clauses should be included in bidding 
documents when delays in completion or delivery will result 
in extra cost, loss of revenues or loss of other benefit* to 
the borrower. Provision may also be made for a bonus to 
be paid to contractors for completion of civil works con¬ 
tracts at or ahead of times specified in the contract when 
such earlier completion would be of benefit to the borrower. 

Section 3.15 Force Majeure : 

The conditions of contract included in the bidding docu¬ 
ments should contain clauses, when appropriate stipulating 
that failure on the part of the parties to perform their obli¬ 
gations under th e contract shall not be considered a default 
under the contract If such failure is the result of an event 
of force majeure (to be defined in the conditions of contract.) 
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Section 3.16 Language Interpretation : 

Bidding documents should be prepared in English. If 
other language should be used in the bidding documents, 
English should be added to the such documents and it is 
required to specify which is governing. 

Section 3.17 Settlement of Disputes : 

Provisions dealing with the settlement of disputes should 
be included in the conditions of contract. It is appropriate 
that the provisions should be based on “Rules of Concilia¬ 
tion and Arbitration” which has been prepared by Inter¬ 
national Chamber of Commerce. 

Article IV 

Bid Opening Evaluation and Award of Contract : 

Section 4.01 Time interval Between Invitation and Submis¬ 
sion of Bids : 

The time allowed for preparation of bids will depend to 
a large extent upon Ihe magnitude and complexity of the 
contract. Generally not less than 45 days should be allowed 
for international bidding. Where large civil works are in¬ 
volved, generally not less than 90 days should be allowed 
to enable prospective bidders to conduct investigations at 
the site before submitting their bids, The time allowed, 
however, should be governed by the circumstances relating 
to each project. 

Section 4.02 Bid Opening Proceduics : 

The date, hour and place for latest receipt of bids ana 
for the bid opening should be announced i.i the invitations 
to bidders all bids should be opened publicly at the stipula¬ 
ted time. Bids received after this time should be returned un¬ 
opened. The name of the bidder and total amount of each 
bid and of any alternative bids if they have been requested 
or permitted should bo read aloud and recorded. 

Section 4.03 Clarifications or Alteration of Bids : 

No bidder should be permitted to alter his bid after the bids 
have been opened. Only clarifications not changing the 
substance of the bid may be accepted. The borrower may 
ask any bidder for a clai jfication of his bid but should not 
ask bidder to change the substance or price of his bid. 

Section 4.04 Procedures to bo Confidential : 

Except as may be required by law, no information relating 
to the examination, clarification and evaluation of bids and 
recommendations concerning awards should be communi¬ 
cated after the public opening of bids to any persons not 
officially concerned with these procedures until the award 
of a contract to the successful bidder is announced. 

Section 4,05 Examination of Bids : 

Following the opening, it should be ascertained whether 
material errors in computation have been made in the bids, 
whether the bids are fully responsive to the bidding docu¬ 
ments, whether the required sureties have been provided, 
whether documents have been properly signed and whether 
the' bids are otherwise generally in order. If a bid does not 
substantially conform to the specifications, or contains in 
admissible reservations or is not otherwise substantially res¬ 
ponsive to the bidding documents, it should be rejected. A 
technical analysis should then be made to evaluate each 
responsive bid and to enable bids to be compared. 

Section 4 06 Post-qualification of Bidders • 

In the absence of prequalification, the -borrower should 
determine whether the,bidder whose bid has been evaluated 
the lowest has the capability and financial Resources effec¬ 
tively to carry out the contract concerned, If the bidder 
does not meet that test, his bid should be rejected. 

Section 4.07 Evaluation and comprJson of Bids : 

Bid evaluation must be consistent with the terms and 
conditions sot forth in the bidding documents. In addition 
to the bid price, adjusted to correctarithmetical errors, other 
factors such as the time of completion of construction or 
the efficiency and compatibility of the equipment, the 
availability of sendee and spare parts, and the reliability of 
construction methods proposed should be taken Into consi¬ 
deration. To the extent practicable these factors should be 


expressed in monetary terms according to criteria specified 
in the bidding documents. The amount of escalation for 
price adjustments, if any, included in the bids should not 
oe taken into consideration. 

The currency or currencies in which the price offered in 
each bid would be paid by the borrower if that bid were 
accepted should be valued in terms of a single currency 
selected by the borrower for comparison of all bids apd 
stated in the bidding documents. The rates Of exchange 
to be used in such valuation should be the selling rales 
published by on official source, and applicable to similar 
transactions on the day bids are opened unless there should 
be a change in the value of the currencies before the award 
is made. In such cases the Exchange rates at the time of 
the decision to notify the award to the successful bidder 1 
should be used. 

A detained report on the evaluation and comparison of 
bids setting forth the specific reasons on which the determi¬ 
nation of the lowest evaluated bid Is based should bo pre¬ 
pared by the borrower or by it* consultant*. 

Section 4.08 Rejection of Bid* : 

Bidding documents usually provide that borrowers may 
reject all bids. However, all bids should not be rejected 
and new bids invited the same specifications solely for the 
purpose of obtaining lower prices in the new bids, except 
in cases where the lowest evaluated bid exceeds file cost 
estimates by a substantial amount. Rejection of all bid* 
may also be justified when (a) bids are not responsive to 
the intent of the bidding documents, or (b) there is a lack 
of competition. If all bids are i ejected, the borrower should 
review the cause or causes justifying the rejection and 
either consider revisions of the specifications or modifica¬ 
tion in the project (or amount of work on items called for 
in the original invitation to bids), or both. In special cir¬ 
cumstances, after consultation with the Fund, the borrower 
may negotiate with one or two of the lowest bidders to try 
to obtain a satisfactory contract 

Section 4.09 Award of Contract : 

The award of a contract should be made to the bidder 
whose bid has been determined to be the lowest evaluated 
bid and who meets the appropriate standards of capability 
and financial resources. Such bidder should not be required, 
as a condition of award, to undertake responsibilities or 
work not stipulated in the specification* or to modify bis 
bid. 

After bids have been analyzed, copies of the analysis of 
bide and proposals for awards, together with the reasons 
for such proposals, shall be submitted to the Fund for 
npproval. 


Article V 

Guidelines for the Use of Consultants . 

Section 5.01 Independence of Consultant* : 

Consultants firms employed in relation to a project finan¬ 
ced under the Fund's shall be independent in the sense that 
their advice and the designs, specifications and tender docu¬ 
ments prepared by them shall be free of national, commer¬ 
cial or industrial bias. 

Consulting engineers who are associated with contracting 
or manufacturing firms shall be used only if they disqualify 
themselves and their asso iates for work in any other capa¬ 
city on the same project. Tn the case of consulting engineers 
who are affiliates of manufacturers offering consulting services 
steps shall be taken not only to ensure that the company to 
which the consultant is affiliated will be disqualified from 
future bidding on any part of the project, but also that 
specifications will be impartial and can be complied with 
on a competitive basis. 

Section 5.02 Selection of Consultant : 

Formal competitive bidding procedures are not required 
for the selection of consulting firms. However, in the process 
of selection the borrower shall consider a reasonable number 
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of prospective firms, including those notified by the Fund, 
which can be expected to render competent and independent 
services from the eligible source countries. Invitations to 
submit proposals shall be extended to at least three firms. 
Proposals, when received, should first be qualitatively com¬ 
pared i.e. with lespcct to plans of approach, schedules, ex¬ 
perience and capabilities of personnel to be assigned; after 
sanction of a firm or firms considered to be best qualified 
for "the assignment has been made, negotiations to agree 
upon the price and other financial terms of the contract 
should be opened so as to reach the final decision. The 
Fund leserves the right to approve the choice of the consul¬ 
tant to be employed or already employed by the borrower 
for the preparation and supervision of the project financed 
by the Fund.
